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PERIMETER FENCING INSTALLED 
AS CAMP SECURITY MEASURE 


CAMP GRAYLING -— Events of 
September 11, and those follow- 
ing, have made a significant 
impact on all U.S. military installa- 
tions worldwide, with the most 
impact on security. 

The Department of Defense 
(DOD) mandates all installation 
commanders adhere to current 
threat condition protection mea- 
sures for facilities, soldiers, civil- 
ian employees and comply with 
the appropriate level of Force 
Protection. 


In addition to the events of “9- 
11,” there have been numerous 
threats made against Michigan 
schools, banks and Camp Grayling 
facilities -- all of which must be 
taken seriously until proven other- 
wise. 

A very significant result is the 
addition of perimeter fence on the 
Camp Grayling cantonment area 
and limiting of access to the instal- 
lation’s facilities for official use 
only. Before September 11, Camp 
Grayling was one of the only 


unfenced military installations in 
the United States and across the 
globe. 

The fencing being installed, at 
the cost of almost $400,000, is 
being paid for by federal funding 
and includes about 7.5 miles of 
fencing and gates. 

Depending on the perceived 
threat assessment, the level of 
access to the main camp area will 
vary and can be limited to those 
who require access for official 
business only.

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Grayling Police foil 
possible murder plot

Quick thinking by a tenant of the 
Arbor Court Apartments in Grayling 
helped police capture a downstate 
man before he could commit any 
further crimes. 

Jamie Emery Pierce, 26, was 
arrested December 6, less than 24 
hours after a neighbor in the build- 
ing where he had been staying with 
a co-worker and his wife, found a 
note in a common hallway revealing 
a possible plot to kidnap, rape and 
murder a local woman. 

The letter was turned over to 
Grayling Patrolman Al Somero who, 
along with Detective Dennis Long, 
began the investigation immediately 
to prevent a tragedy. Police believe 
the letter, signed with just the initial 
“J,” was penned by Pierce. 

Once it was determined Pierce 
was a suspect, a background check 
was performed and police discov- 
ered the man has been wanted since 
March 31 on two counts of 2nd 
degree criminal sexual conduct 
(CSC) by the Garden City Police 
Department in Wayne County. 

Police also discovered Pierce was 
released from prison in May 2000 
after serving time for three previous 
convictions of CSC and a conviction 
of breaking and entering with intent 
to commit CSC from 1995 and 
1996. 

According to Det. Long, Pierce 
had been working at a fast food 
restaurant in Grayling with the hus- 
band of the woman targeted in the 
letter, who told police his wife had 
rebuffed the advances of the suspect 
on more than one occasion. 

The couple had taken Pierce and a 
female acquaintance into their home 
after the suspect claimed they had 
no place to live. Pierce came to 
Grayling in April and reportedly told 
co-workers he was avoiding down- 
state police because he hadn’t paid 
child support.

Det. Long, who described Pierce 
as a “serial rapist,” said, “We know 
what this guy is capable of and we 
think there may be others in the 
Grayling area who have had contact 
with this predator. We hope they 
will recognize his face and come 
forward to talk to us.”

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Road Commission approves 5-year plan 


P North Down 
River Road project 
on tap for 2002 


using federal money

The Road Commission Board 
established its five-year plan for 
projects on roads eligible for federal 
Transportation Equity Act 21 (TEA- 
21) money last week, leaving a 
North Down River Road improve- 
ment project on tap for 2002. 

TEA-21 money is distributed 
through annual “task force” meet- 
ings involving multiple counties. 

The Road Commission. Crawford 
County Transportation Authority 
(TA). and City of Grayling are all 
eligible to receive funds through the 
task force process. The entities are 


required to have at least a three-vear 
plan in place prior to the task force 
meeting. and a public hearing must 
be held prior to the approval of the 
plan. (The public hearing was held 
last Thursday. The five-year plan 
was approved by the Road 
Commission Board 3-0 after the 
hearing. City and TA representatives 
verbally approved the plan at the 
hearing.) : 

The five-year plan includes some 
money for the Transportation 
Authority for “tools and/or equip- 
ment” and sets up a tentative fund- 
ing schedule for the following Road 
Commission road projects: 

1) 2002 — North Down River 
Road from Old 27 to the I-75 exit 
ramp: North Higgins Lake Drive 
from Oak Road east 2.25 miles: 

2) 2003 —- McMasters Bridge 
Road from M-72 to North Down 
River Road: 


3) 2004 — no project. 

4) 2005 - North Down River 
Road from Wakeley Bridge Road to 
Stephan Bridge Road: 

5) 2006 - Chase Bridge Road 
from Pere Cheney Road to M-72. 

(Note: Federal task force money 
can only be used on certain roads 
within the county. According to the 
Road Commission. the projects list- 
ed in the five-year plan “are subject 
to change.”*) 

The Road Commission’s most 
immediate project. the 2002 North 
Down River Road resurfacing job, 
is proceeding. Northwest Design 
Group (NDG), the Road 
Commission’s engineering firm, has 
been working on the plans in con- 
junction with the City of Grayling, 
which is chipping in some money to 
the project to help with curb, side- 
walk, and gutter on the south side of 
the road. 


NDG presented the final plans to 
the Road Commission Board on 
Thursday, December 6, and the 
board approved them with a 3-0 
vote. Howard Haselschwardt of 
NDG said the plans will now be 
submitted to the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) and MDOT is expected to 
let the project for bids in March. 
Construction is expected to start in 
May, he said. 

The North Down River Road pro- 
ject will cost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $600,000. 

The Road Commission must now 
go to the task force meeting, along 
with road commissions, transporta- 
tion authorities, and cities from 
eight other northern Michigan coun- 
ties, to negotiate a plan for spending 
the TEA-21 money available to the 
nine counties in Crawford’s task 
force.

Silencer does no good for downstate hunter 


A 23-inch silencer didn’t help a 
downstate hunter, it only hurt his 
chances of escaping heavy state 
and federal charges. The hunter, 
identified as 48-year old Luigi 
Laise of Sterling Heights, was 
arrested for hunting with a 
silencer on opening day of firearm 
deer season. 

According to court records, 
Laise waived his right to prelimi- 
nary examination on December 4 
in 83rd District Court on the state 
charges of possession of a silencer 
and felon in possession of a 
firearm. Laise could be sentenced 


to five years in prison if convicted 
of both charges. He is also facing 
a habitual offender charge because 
he was convicted in 1988 and 
1995 on felony drug charges. 
Laise was seen shooting a deer 
over a large bait pile on opening 
day of deer season while under 
surveillance by local Department 
of Natural Resources conservation 
officers and was arrested. The bait 
pile was described as a truckload 
of sugar beets and several bales of 
hay -- an amount banned to pre- 
vent the spread of bovine tubercu- 
losis in the northern Michigan 


whitetail herds. 

The silencer Laise was found to 
have attached to his rifle added to 
his troubles, the federal charge of 
manufacturing or possessing a 
silencer, for which Laise may be 


' ordered to spend 10 years behind 


bars and pay a hefty $250,000 
fine. 

Laise was also issued citations 
for shooting a, deer outside of 
hunting hours, possession of a 
deer without a license or kill tag 
and violation of the current bait 
ban. 

With the exception of the

The DNR reportedly sus- 
pects Laise belongs to one of

Teens ‘teal 90-day sentence for digging up gravesite

Following guilty pleas on the 
lesser charge of malicious destruc- 
tion of property over $200, two 
teens were sentenced last week for 
their part in attempting to unearth a 
gravesite in Beaver Creek’s historic 
Pere Cheney Cemetery in May. 

Joshua James Strother, of Higgins 
Lake, and Paul Michael Saylor, of 
Roscommon, both now 18 years 
old, were originally charged with 
disinterment/mutilation of a grave 
and faced up to 10 years in prison 


and/or a fine of up to $5,000 for the 
crime. 

On May 4, turkey hunters in the 
area of the cemetery, located in 
southern Crawford County, spotted 
the teens digging there and reported 
the sighting to 911 Central Dispatch. 
The pair, along with an unnamed 
16-year old juvenile, had managed 
to dig three to four feet down into 
the grave before they were spotted, 
but no skeletal remains of the grave 
dated 1919 were disturbed. 

Deputies were able to track down 
the suspects with the help of the 


huriters who gave a detailed descrip- 
tion of their vehicle. The suspects 
also left footprints, shovels and 
other evidence at the gravesite. 
Upon questioning last spring, the 
pair told Crawford County Sheriff’s 
deputies they were trying to find 
tings and other jewelry, but their 
story later changed during negotia- 
tions with Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss when it was 
revealed the suspects had heard 
there was a witch in the grave and 
they were attempting to dig her out.

Republicans in the capitol -- in straight 
party voting fashion. by the way -- seek to 
make Michigan the 35th state to ban the 
straight party ballot in general elections. 

No longer will it be possible for party loy- 
alists to pull a single lever, mark a single 
square, punch a single chad to vote for all 
the Democrats or all the Republicans on the 
ballot. 

Voters still can choose all Democrats or 
all Republicans, but they"ll have to pull a 
lever, mark a square, punch a chad for each 
candidate of their choice for each office. 
With Michigan's bedsheet ballots, that can 
be a lot of work. and it can take a lot of time. 

In the aftermath of the 2000 vote-counting 
in Florida, a general cry went up across the 
nation for election reform to make voting 
easier and more secure. This plan does nei- 
ther.

Straight party voting appears doomed

GOP BACKERS INSIST the change will 
produce better citizenship, because voters 
must study candidates all down the ballot, 
and what they stand for. 

“The goal is to focus attention on each 
individual race, which included judicial 
races and the ballot proposals,” said state 
Sen. Bill Bullard, the bill’s sponsor. He’s 
tight that voters usually don’t pay too much 
attention ‘9 candidates for lesser offices. 
They know candidates for president or gov- 
emor, but not much about those running for 
state education boards, and frequently even 
less about candidates for local offices. 

The single uniting factor on the ballot is 
party affiliation. It still can be a guide for 
voters, but without a straight ticket vote, it 
will take dedication and endurance to sift 
through the 15 state offices, plus local races, 
which will be on the 2002 ballot. 

Voter falloff at the bottom of the ticket is 
high; 25 percent of those who voted in 2000 


could be even higher if voters must select 
each candidate individually. 

“It gives more power to the individual,” 
claims Rusty Hills, state GOP chair. 

Perhaps, but it also gives the individual 
more work to do. Voters deserve ways to 
make it easier to vote, not tougher.

THE REAL REASON for 
straight party voting? 

State Rep. Buzz Thomas, new Democratic 
leader in the state house, put his finger on it 
directly: Partisan politics. 

“(Republicans) want to eliminate straight 
party voting because more Democrats vote 
straight party than Republicans,” he claims. 

Rep. Thomas is correct on his figures. 
Election officials estimate 40 percent of the 
state vote is straight ticket. In the 2000 pres- 
idential election in Detroit, which votes 
about 90 percent Democratic, 78 percent of 
the votes were straight party. 

Among union and party workers, “Make 


junking 


has been a tool for training voters. It’s also 
a directive, and it seems to work. 

Republicans vote the straight ballot, too. 
In the 2000 election in Republican leaning 
Kent County, 51 percent of the vote was 
straight party, and 61 percent of those were 
Republican votes. 

Doing away with the straight ticket obvi- 
ously favors Republicans. 

Both the Michigan Association of County 
Clerks and the Michigan Townships 
Association oppose eliminating straight 
ticket voting. These are the folks who run 
the election process in Michigan, and they 
fear it will make voting more complicated 
with longer lines, more waiting, and added 
difficulty for older voters. 

* + * 

THE KEY FIGURE in straight ticket vot- 
ing is the head of the ticket .... the top office 
on the ballot to be filled. 

Every four years, that’s the president; in 
non-presidential years in Michigan, that’s 


United S:ates senate. 

With straight ticket voting, many voters 
plunk their vote straight party for president 
or governor or senator, and the rest of the 
ticket rides on the coattails. 

Take a look at the Michigan picture next 
year. 

Republicans will probably lead with Lt. 
Gov. Dick Posthumus. for governor, and 
State Rep. Andrew Raczkowski for U.S. 
senate. 

Democrats likely will have 24-year 
incumbent Carl Levin for senate, and either 
Atty. Gen. Jennifer Granholm, U.S. Rep. 
Dave Bonior or former Gov. Jim Blanchard: 
for governor. 

What, if any, would be the coattail effects 
with that lineup? 

We may never know.

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A Real Economic Stimulus Package 


On November 26, the National 
Bureau of Economic Research made 
official what most Americans have 
known for months-after an unprece- 
dented ten years of healthy growth, 
our economy has slipped into reces- 
sion. While economic data indicate 
this recession began as early as 
March, it no doubt has been made 
more severe by the terrorist attacks 
of September 11. 

In recent weeks we've seen a 
sharp increase in the number of 
Americans losing their jobs while 
others have seen their hours cut 
back as the economy has slowed. 
When Americans aren’t working, 
they arent spending and ultimately 
that means even more layoffs. 
Michigan alone has almost 279,000 
workers who are without jobs. 

I believe that the federal govern- 
ment has an obligation to respond to

this recession with policies that help 
those most affected by the downturn 
and which can quickly restore our 
economic health. Given the tremen- 
dous spirit of unity we’ ve seen since 
September 11, I have been hopeful 
that Washington could reach agree- 
ment on what’s known as a “stimu- 
lus” package. 

One important sign that we could 
reach bipartisan agreement on ‘such 
legislation came several weeks ago 
when the leaders of our Senate and 
House Budget Committees - two 
Republicans and two Democrats - 
agreed on principles that should 
determine the content of any stimu- 
lus package. They agreed it should 
have an immediate impact on our 
economy and provide money to 
those most likely to spend it now. 
And they agreed the stimulus should 
be temporary to make sure it didn’t

lead to massive deficits in the future. 

This bipartisan group provided 
Congress with a roadmap that could 
have led to broad agreement on a 
stimulus package. Instead the 
Republican leadership in Congress 
has taken the stimulus bill on a 
detour that could do lasting damage 
to the economy. 


‘The GOP leadership plan would- 


lock into place tax cuts that are not 
only permanent but also tilted 
toward the wealthiest taxpayers and 
large corporations. Unlike broad 
based tax relief for working families 
and incentives for business invest- 
ment, these tax cuts will not jump- 
start the economy. 

What they will do is explode the 
budget deficit in future years and 
provide over 55% of individual tax 
cut benefits to the top 1% of taxpay- 
ers. If these cuts - some $143 billion 


worth - were signed into law, they’d 
produce big budget deficits and 
higher interest rates down the road. 
History has taught us that high inter- 
est rates are a sure prescription for 
economic stagnation and higher 
unemployment. 

Because the Republican leader- 
ship plan devotes so much to tax 
cuts for the “highest income 
Americans, it contains far too little 
assistance for Americans who have 
lost their jobs in this recession. 
There’s also less money to beef up 
security at our borders, prepare our 
local police and firefighters for new 
terrorist threats and stockpile the 
medications we need to combat 
recession by putting money into the 
economy while making our country 
more capable of combating terror- 
ism.

Getting Mail to Santa - 
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Quickly and Safely 

Santa's asked us to share these 
easy tips with children and families 
to help their letters get to him as 
quickly and safely as possible: 

¢ Children should ask their par- 
ents for help addressing and putting 
stamps on their letters. This can 
avoid misspellings, which can slow 
down letters, or using too much or 
too little postage. 

eLike all mail, it’s important that 
letters to Santa include a compiete 
retura address. 

* Santa enjoys candy canes and 
cookies and his reindeer enjoy fresh 
hay. But because these treats can be 
damaged or crushed when sent in a 
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regular envelope, Santa says it’s 
better to leave them out on 
Christmas Eve than to mail them. 

¢ No extra packaging material, 
such as string or tape, is needed on 
a letter to santa.

*Letters to Santa - and other holi- 
day mail - can be given right to your 
letter carrier at your door, rather 
than placing it in a collection box or 
making a special trip to the post 
office.

” than you were the night before: the 
discs flatten out a little after a day of 
standing and then regain their volume 
when you sleep. 

Disc Herniation, Protrusion 
and Prolapse 

There are two types of hermiations: pro- 
trusions and prolapses. A protrusion 
can occur if the nucleus pulposi bulges. 
pushing the annular fibrosis out of 
shape. A prolapse occurs if the nucleus 
bulges out so much that it actually sepa- 
rates from the rest of the disc. 

If the prolapsed dise goes into the spinal 
cord or puts pressure on nerves, it may 
cause severe pain that could make sit- 
ting, standing, walking, lifting, urinat-
